The Masonian Proprietors reserved in 
this town, 150 acres of land for the use of 
the first settled minister forever, 160 
acres for the use of the ministry forever, 
150 acres for the use of a Public school 
and 10 acres for meeting-house ground,

by the first settlers. 
Kev. Job Seamans, from Attleborough, 


Mass. Ebenezer Hunting, Jeremiah Eve- 
rett, Simon Keezar, William Hutchens, 
Nathan Godwin, John Morgan, Jr. Ebe- 
nezer Sargent, Sarah Seamans, Mindwell 
Everett and Hannah Godwin, principally 
from the commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, who had obtained a hope for them- 
selves, had made a public profession of 
religion, with desires to see a church arise 
io New-London, were gathered and con- 
stituted a Church, Oct. 23, 1788—and 
the Rev. Job Seamans was installed their 
Pastor Jan. 21 1789.
